9. to Galilee preaching the Goſp-l of the Kingdom of 
Ed I God, and ſaying, the time is fulfilled, and the 
K ingdom of Gecd is at bard, repent Je, ayd- ben 
LSY licve the Goſpel, Mark 1. 

From that 4ime Feſus began to preach, and to fa ,Aeepertt '3 
for the Kingdom of Heawen is at hand. 

And Feſus walking bythe Sea of Galilee ſaw tw6 Brethren 
Simon called Peter au4 Andrew his Brother caſting a Net ints 
the Sea( for they mere Fiſhers) 

And Feſus ſaid unto them, Follow me, and I will maks yore 
Fiſhers of mer, and they ſtraitway left their Nets and fu flowed 
him. 

And Feſus going on from thence he ſaw two Prethren, James 
the Son of Lebedee and Tohn /is Prether in a Ship with Zebe. 
deetheir Father mending thcir N:ts, and he called ther, 

And immediately they lefi the Skip and thetr Fath'r, and fl. 
lowed Feſus, Mat, 4+ 17.18, 19, 20,21, 22, Matk 1.15,16, 
37,18, I9, 20, | 
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Now here all ye Seamen and Fiſher-men,and a! people my 
ſ-e, theſe four Diſciples of Chriſt their Call, ard what trades 
they wereof, tiſher-menand Seamen 3 thee and ſuch were 
more like to follow Telus then and now, then the High-Prieſts 
that hav! the Tythes, and ſuch as have great Benefrces, 

Bar Chriſt 1s the ſame today, as he was yeſterday, and (> 
fo: eve: : for it was not many mighty and rich, but the poor thar 

reccived the Goſpel. 

' Anil when Frſus was tntercd into « Ship his Diſciples followed 
him, and behold! there aroſe a great Temp!ſ# in the Sea, inſomuch 
that the Ship was covered with the Waves ;, but Feſws was afleep. 

Ana his Diſcivles came 18 him and awote him, ſ;.yinz, Lord 
fave us, we prriſh Mak, in the time of a Storm theſe Fiſher- 
men came toCThriſt, and {© ſhau'd all Sehmen do now. And he 
faritae thew, wiy ave ye ferrfnl, O ye of little Faith ? They 
he aroſe and rebuked the winds, and the Sea, and there was a great 
Calm, 

But the men marve'led, ſayinz, what manucr of man is this that 
ecen the Winds and the Sta obey him? 

Now all ye Seamen and PFisher-men, let your Eyes be to 
Chiſt, and your Faich in him that hath all Power in Heaven 
and in earth given to 3:m,and can ſtill che Storms and Tempeſts 

2nd Waves of the Sea; and make it Calm, 

And ſo Chriſt it is that ſaves you from periſhing outwardly, 
and eternally, as you may fee, 2/4: $8, 23, 24, 25, 26, 27, and 
Hark 4.

For bath the \ inds and che Sea do obey Chriſt, by whom 
they were m21de 5 therefore fear God, and let your faith ſtand 
in him, who is the author and finisher of ir. 

An1F:ſus b:gan toteach tythe Sea Side, and there was gathered

Now Peter who was 4 [ iſher- man Chriſt ſaid vnto him and 
the reſt of his company of Fiſher-men, that he would make 
them fishers of men, and bid them follow him, which they did, 

And you may ſee in 4d5 2, how Peter the Fiſher- man by one 
Sermon that he preached converted Three Thouſand Sonls, as 
you may ſee from the 14th verſe to the 41ſt the Feginning and 
En1 of his Sermon, 

And now all ye Seamen and fishermen conſicer this Ca'l of 
Chriſt, who isthe ſame to day as yeſterday,& ſo forever to you, 
if you will ear his voice; for he ſtanc's at the door of your hearts 
& knocks, and tf any will hear my yoice,ſaith Chrift, & open his 
. Door (to wit, of his Heart) by joyning to his Grace, Light,Po- 
wer and Spirit, he will come in and (up with you. and ye with 
him, Rev, 3, 21. And fo the Sheep of Chriſt hear his voice 
and follow him, Fobn 10, for Peter the Fiſher-mwIr ſaid to the 
Few, how that in the laſt dayes God wow'd pour ont his Spirit upon 
#'l Fleſh,ond your Seus © Daughters ſhall propheſie, and your youna 
men ſhall ſee viſions, and your old men all artam dreams; and on 
7 Servants, 4nd on my Hand-maids 1 will pour out intheſe dayes 
of my Spirit, and they hall propheſie ſaith the Lord, &*. 

And now if God hath poared out of his Spitic upon all Fleſh, 
and you grieve it, and quench ir, and vex it, then how can you 
prophclie, or have any of: Goa*s Dreams, or viſions, or believe 
or receive this fiſher-mans Sermon, who was a Diſciple of

and beginning to ſink he cryed ſaying, Lord, ſave me: And in- 
mediately Feſus ſtretch:d forth his H .nd and caught him,” an 
ſaid wnto him, Othou of little Faith, wherefore didft il.ou doubt z 
And when they were come into the ſhip, theWind craſid - Then 
they that were in the ſhip worſhipped him ſa;ing,Of a Truth thog

And now here ail Seamen and others you may ſee it is Chriſt 
that ſaves, and fills the - boyſterous Winds and Waves; and 
makes them to ceaſe; and therefore ye are not co doubr, bur 
be ſtedtaſt in Faith in all Storms and Tempeſts, and (ee and 
feel Ileſus to lay hald upon you,as he did upon 1Peter, ro fave you 
from ficking in timeof Storms, who ſtills the Waves of the 
Sea; whois the ſame today, as he was yeſterday,and fo forever: 
A Rock of your Age, and a Foundation of your Generation, as 
he was of former Ages, as.you may ſee at. 14 from verſe 22, 
co verſe 33. and Fohn 6, 17,418, 19, 20, 21, 

Ard agaia in Hark 6. from 47. to 51. there you Sexmen may 
ſee, /i hen Chriſt's Diſciples entered the Ship they h4d forgotten 
to take Bread, neither had they in the ſhip with them mcre 
then one Loaf : 

And Chriſt charged them, ſaying, Take heed of the Leaven of

For do you nat remember, when I broke the five Loaves aniong 
five Thouſund, how many Buckets full of Fragments tock ye up ? 
And they ſaid, Twelve, > 

And when the fern (to wit, Loaves) among forr Thenſazrd 
how many B 1skets full of Fragments took ye up> and they [aid, 
Seven. And Feſus ſaid: unto his Diſciples, Fow is it thal y6 
cio not iimaerſtand ? | 

Now. conlider ye Seamen-and Fiſhermen; and others, that 
are not Diſciples of Chriſt z for ſometimes in your Ships ye 
bave been in ſcarcity of Freads and now here was Chriſt and 
his Diſciples which had but one Loaf ia the Ship, and Chit 
convinceth them that they had enough, by his former Viracles, 

And therefore they that have Thrift, they have enough, 
they have him, by whom all things wete mate, who g:'ves the” 
Encreafe, as you may ſee by his Mti:acles, 

And therefore 1t is good for eve y one to fee with the pure 
Eye, and hear with the pure Ear,lo that they:may perceive anJ 
uude:ftzauc with the pure Heart what Chriſt 63d and doth Co; 
and what he is- 25/e to-do inrall Niccfftries, and to tike heed 
of Aerod's and the Fair. fagers Leaven, which are not the D.- 
ers, bur re{iſt Chriſt, who doth not only ſay, but doth tie 
Will of his Fa her, anJ fo do ail them that follow him, Aa &

And when they had let down the Net they encloſed a great 
Multitude of Tiſhes, and their Net brake 5 and they beckoned 
unto their Partners which were in the other Ship, that they 
ſhould come and help them 5 and they came and filled both the 
Ships, ſo that they began to fink» And when Simon Peter ſaw 
it, he fell down at Feſus's Knees ſaqging, Depart from me 3 for 
T am a ſinful man, 9 { ord, 

For Peter was aſioniſh:d, and all that were with him at the 
Draught of Fiſhes which they had tikew; Ani ſo wat als 
James and Tohn the Sons of Zebedee, which were Partners with 
Simon 5 £44 Feſus ſaid unto Simon, Fear not, from henceforth 
thou ſhult catch men. And when they bad brought their Ships 
to Lind, th:y forſick all and followed Feſus, 

N 2w h:re ail you Seamen and Fihe: men and others may ſee 
that you may toy! all night to catch cutwers F:ſh with the nets, 
and.take nothing, 

And you thi call your ſelves Fiſh:rs of Aen ,you may toyl a'l 

. the night and catch nuta man in G 3d's Net to him,except it be 

with the Power of Chriſt, and know his Voice and obey ir 

and tollow him, by whom all things were made, 
And fo there is nat a Sparrow that falls to the Ground, nor 

a Fiſh in a Fitherm. n's Net, but by the Will of the father. 

And thetefore a'l ve rfhermen and others are to ſtand in the 
Wi'lot God, who gives the Encreaſe, and fills the Ners and 
the Sips, and therefore let him have the Pcaile and follow {:im; 
Ad here yow may (ee the fiſhermen and ſeamen Faxes and 
36.3, 21d | etcrand Av.;rew, were fiſhermen and leamen, and 
Partneis 
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Partners together inships, and Preachers oſ-Chriſt Jeſus, and 
catcht a Mulcitude of outward fish, and a Mvultiruce of 'men, 
which they fish'd out of the great (ea of the Vorld, by the 
Command and Power of Chriſt, Luke 5. 23 3:4, 5:6, 7» 8,9, 
10,11, and Mat,S, 18. 

Ard after Chriſt was riſen, he ſhewed himſelf again to- his 
Diſciples at the Sea of Tyberius, cn this wiſe he ſhewed himſelf; 
There Were together Simon Peter, and Thomas called D:dinvs, 
and Nathaniel of Canaan iz Galilee, ard the Sorry of Zebedee, 
and two other of kss Diſciples. | 

Simon Peter ſaid #nto ther, T go a fiſhing, they ſay unto him, 
We alſo go with thee : They went forth and entered into a Ship © 
immediately, and that Night they caught nothing ; but when 
the Morning was come, Feſus ſtood onthe Shore, but the Diſci- 
ples knew not that it was Feſws: Then Feſus ſaid unto them, 
Children, have ye any Meat? And they anſwered hinn, No ; 
and he ſ4id unto them, Caſt the Net on the right Side of the hip 
and ye fball find, and they caſt therefore, and now they were 
n0t able to draw it for the Multitude of Fiſh:s : Therefore that 
Diſciple whom Feſwus loved ſaid unto Peter, 1t 3s the Lord, Now 
when S;mon Peter heard that it was the Kord, he girt his Fiſh- 
ers Coat unio him (for he was naked) and did caſt himfelf inta 
the Sea, and the other Diſciples cane is alittle Ship ) for thes 
were not far from Land, but as it were two hundred: Cubits | 
dragging the Net with Fiſhes : Afſoon then as they were come to 
the Land, they ſaw a Fireof Coals there, and Fiſh laid therees, 
and Bread; And Feſws ſaid unto them, Bring of the Fiſhwhich ye 
have now caught, & Simon Peter went up and drew the Net to 
the Land full of great Fiſhes, &c.

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Ani nowall ye fichermen and ſeamen and others, conſider 
what kind of Diſciples and Miniſters the Lord Jeſus Chriſt 
choſe ; and you may ſee that Peter and the reſt, though they 
had been. Diſc'p!es of Chriſt lelus for ſome Years, and ſuch 
that Criſt had ſeat forth topreach before he was crucified, and 
aſter that he was riſen, Chriſt appeared the third time unto 
them; and Peter had his fishers Coar, and the Diſciples which 
were fishermen: and ſeamen they were Partners together in a 
Ship. 

And now, was this a fie Coat think you to preach the Goſpe! 
in, and to meet Chriſt in, and to dine with himin 2 | ſay, Yes, 
23 good as any of the ( an»nnical Garments. 

And conſider ye fishermen and ſeamen and others, how all.

| ut when the Morning was come, and they ſaw Teſus, aſter 
te was riſen, at his Command they caſt in the Net, and drew ic 
{ull of fish ro theshore: Soitis by che Will cf God and Chriſt: 
:hat every one doth catch, who made all things, and upholds all 
ings by. his Word and Power, and fills all, and knows 
what all haveneedof ; for as Chriſtſaith, 4Sparrow ſhall 
aot {ull tothe Ground without the [Will of the Father, fo a fish 
:annot be caught in the\Ner without his Will. 

And likewife you fishermen and ſeamen and others may ſee, 
rat leſus by whom all things were made, had provided theſe- 
tshermen and feamen, who were his Diſciples, a Fire, and 
Fiftrupon it, and Eread upon the Land, when they had been 
9ihing ia the-Sea, : 

And therefore you may (ze, how that Chriſt that spholds. 
ail things, and hathall Power givea unto him provides for his. 
Diſciples and Seamen, and Fiſhermen, for he gave them both 
Fiſhin the Sea, and Fiſh [and B:ead] upon the Land, whom he 
ſent forth, and gave Comm flian to preach, and ſaid, Freely ye- 
4x7 received jreely give, So - 
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So here ye may all ſez, how che Diſciples of Chriſt wert 
encouraged to truſt in him, and thattheir minds might be ca- 
Lied over all D.ſtruſt of carnal things and-outward vicuals. 

And now ye Fiſhermen, and Seamen, and all others may ſee 
Chrilt's Words ful filled unto his Diſciples,who ſaid untothem, 
Follow me,and I will make you Fiſhers of Mem ; for Peter at one 
Dravghe caught three Thouſand in Goa's Net and ye may 
read Feter's two General Epiſtles which he freely gave forth, 

And alſo ye may (ee Fob the fiſherman a Diſciple of Chriſt; 
his Eyangeliſts, his General Epiſtle, and his two Epiſtles, and 
his Revelations : Come yeSeamean, and fiſhermen, and others, 
and (ee whac ye can ſay for Chriſt, that, is the ſameto day, as 
yeſterday, and fo forever z and come let us ſee what Nets ye 
have, if it be the Power of God, that will pluck them out of the 
Sea of Wickedneſs, | 

And if the Seamen had taken Paz/s Counſel, when he ſaid, 
Sirs, I perceive that this Voyage will be for Hurt, and much 
Dam ge. not only of the Lading and Ship, but alſo of our Lives : 
But neither the Centurian, ner the Maſter beliewed Paul's Words, 
but his Words came to paſs, as you may ſee in AFs 27, But the 
Lord preſerved Paul and their Lives, 

And ſo you may ſeeit is not the ſeamensskill, but the Lord's 
Power, which all are to have faith in, and to obey him, by 
which they are (aved and preſcrved, 

And Fames one of the fizhermen, and an Apoſtle of Chriſt, ' 
in his Genzral Epiftle to the twelve Tribes he ſaith, Behold, 
we put Bits in the Horſes Monthes, that they may obey us, and 
we turs about their whole Body: Behold alſo the Ships, which 
though they be ſo great, and are driven of fierce Winds, yet are 
they turned about with a very ſmall Hel, whitherſoever the Go- 
vernour liſteth ; even ſo the Tongue is a little Member, and boaſt- 
eth great things : Behold how great a mater a litile Fire kind- 
leths an the Tongue is a Fire, a World of Tniquity, EC, 
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And now mark all ye Seamen, & all ye bridlers o! Horſes and 

all ot 1ers that came 0: hec Creatures,(ee that you can bridle and 

tame your own Tongues, and turn ab. ut your Tongues1n your 
paſſion,afloon as you do your Horſes; and afloon-as you do your 
great Ships, when you tara them a0out : So leethat you can 
{o ſ002 turn your Tongues when the fierce Winds of Paſſion are 
up; and-rame your Tongues, leſt that unruly Member defile 
your whole Bodies, and Set or fire the Courſe of Nature, 
nd it is ſet 01e Fire of Hell, James 3. For can you tame Ser- 
pen's, and all kind of Beaſts, and of Bi-ds, and things in the 
Sea, and not tzme your Tongue that unruly Memver that is full 
of deadly Poyſon? Bridie it 1 ſay with God's Bridle (his Power.) 

For th: Tonga: of the juſt is 44 cnoice Silver 5, and the Tongue 
of the wiſe is Health, Prov. 10,20. & 12. 18, The Tongue of the 
x. ſe uſcth Knowledge aright ; and a whaoleſom: Tongue & a Tree 
of L if, Prov.

And Taulan Apoſtle of ]e.us Chrift, who made Tents with 
Friſcil: and Agri, and wrought with his Hands that he 
might notbe2 chirgeableto others, and he did not only main- 
tain himſelf, bur he 8iſo helped others with his Labour, who 
}1ad received his Goſpel, not f.om man. bur by the Revelati- 
on of ſeſus Chriſt, which he preached freely, as he had recei- 
ved of Chrift free'y, acer Chriſt was riſen; for Chriſt had gi- 
ven his C mmand to his Twelve Nilciples before he was cruci- 
fied, Preely as they had receiv?l, free!y glv:, And now con(t- 
cer Matthew, who was called from his Cuſtom, and Luke,who 
was 2 Phifician. an4 F957: the Fiſher-man, and Peter, and the 
ref who were Dilciples of Chriſt ; did not they give forth all 
their Evanpeliſls and Epiſtles freely, as they preached freely ? 

An did not Yau! the Apoſtle of Chriſt who was a Tent- 
maker,who (3id of the Fews, Five times I recetved Forty Stripes 
feve Out ; Thrice was Theaten with Rods; Once was I ſtoned ; 

| Thrice 
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Thrice T ſuffered Shipwrack; A Night and a Day T have been in 
the deep, in jowrning often, in Perils of Waters, in Perils of Rob- 
bers, in Perils of my own Country men, in Perils by the Hea- 
then, in Perils in the Ci'y, in Perils in the Wilderneſs, in Perils 
in the Sea, in Perils among falſe Brethren 5 in Wearineſs and 
Fainſulneſs,is watching often.in Hunger and in Thirſt, in Faſt- 
ings of-en in Cold and Nakedneſs, &c, as you may lee in 2 Cor, 
Il. 24,25, 26,27, 

And this you ſee was the Codition of Pas/ an Apoſtle of 
Jeſus Chriſt char made Tents, beſiles all his Impriſonments. . 

Now did not this Apoſtle preach freely, who ſaith, He /4- 
boared with his Hands that he might be an Fxample to others 
that followed him ; (0 you may ſee that he did not fit down ina 
great Benefice? And did not he give forth all his Epiſtles freely * 
And dil not he give forth his Epiſtle ro the Romans, and his 
two Epiſtles to the Corinthians, and bis Ep'ſtle to the Galati- 
ans, an4 his Epiſtle to the Epheſgars,and his Epiltle to the Phi- 
l;ippians, and his Epiſtle to the Colo;fs ins, and his two ,Epiltles 
to the Theſſalonians freely > And faith, 7 (harge yu bytie 
Lord that this Epiſtle be read unto all the Holy Brethren, as in 
1 Theſ, 5.27. And Tanls wo Epiſtles to Timothy, and one: 
Epiſtle to Tztz, and his Epiſtle to Philemon, and his Epiſtle to 
tie Hebrews and how that. God in theſe laſt Dayes hath ſpo- 
ken to us (the true Church by his S2n,whom he hath 2ppojnt- 
ed Heir of all things, by whom alſo he made the World.

and to have ſo mucha Year for preaching of them, which they

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Andthe Apoſtle doth not reach his Fpiſtles, but Read 
#hem,as in Col 4.16.1 Theſ.5.27,and likewiſethe Lord ſaid,7 Fo:
